We are fast approaching prim- 
ary elections in many states 
throughout the country, and the 
great unanswered question is. 
how blacks and other minorities 
will respond to the call to vote. In 
the 1978 Congressional races, 
only 23% percent of the Hispanics 
and only 37 percent of the black 
eligible voters tured out. These 
numbers will have to substantially 
increase if minorities are to send a 
clear message to the Reagan 
Administration expressing dis- 
content with Administration 
policies. 

In kicking off this campaign to 
increase minority Participation at 
the polis, the Commission for 
Racial Justice, the Southern: 
Christian Leadership Confer- 

‘ence, Operation PUSH and a host 
of other religious and community 


organizations have started a _ 


march to Washington, D.C., 
under the leadership of Or. 
Joseph Lowery, President of 
SCLC. The march began in Tus- 
kegee, Alabama, April 19, and will 
Culminate in Washington in July. 


The minority vote is more 
important in 1962 than in any pre- 
vious Congressional election. 
Eligible minority voters must rec- 
ognize and utilize the effective

The iis which threaten the economic and 
social well-being of millions in America today, 
feave intact at least one personal privilege— 
the individual's right to vote.

’ Black Press: A Press We

The Black press remains handcuffed 
due to the economic racism practiced by 
many white businesses and the firms 
which handle their advertising 
contracts. - 

Here's the twisted logic that often is 
presented to the Black. press. White 
advertising executives contend they can 
reach more Blacks by placing ads in the 
white press, which has considerable 
Black readership, and that putting ads in 
the Black press is “a waste of money.” 

However, the contention about Blacks 
reading white newspapers in large 
numbers all but disappears when, major 
metropolitan city éditors are pressed to 
put more Black report on their 
payrolls, or urged to carry relevant 
Black news. They then insist’ that few 
Blacks consistently read daily 
newspapers, and that advertisers are 
really interested primarily in the white 
suburban readers who have more
